ONCE ORITIC OF WATSON. 


Duel Nearly Followed Reply to“ Woman 
‘with Serpent’s Tongue.’’ 


New York, Sept. 16.—[Special.]—Richard 
Le Gallienne, the Bnglish poet, who has 
been living here for several] years, is being 
sued for divorce. A summons has been 
served on him, and it is expected that the 
case will be tried soon. 

The information came by way of Paris, 
where Mrs. Le Gellienne has a milliner’s 
shop at 1 Rue des Fieurs. Her counsel, 
Lyle T. Mahan, 115 Broadway, confirmed the 
story. 

“Tt is true I have served a summons ina 
suit for divorce brought by Mre. Le Gal 
lienne,””’ Mahan said. “I cannot imagine 
how the news got out, because Mrs. LeGal- 
lienne was desirous that there should be no 
publicity.” 

It ie understood that the suit is based on 
evidence gathered last December. Certain 
rumors regarding the poet reached the ears 
of his wife in Paria and she had an investi- 
gation made. She is the poet's second wife.

The vite was Mise Julie Narregard, of an 
old Danish family. She was born in Copen- 
hagen, and went to live in London in the 
early 90's. She was married to Le Galilienne 
in 1807, after the death of his first wife. Be- 
fore that she had made @ name ae ¢@ writer, 
but after she left the poet she went to 
Paris with her Nttle daughter and opened 
a millinery shop, by which she has supported 
herself since. 

The poet first came to New Yorkin 1806, 
and has been here much of the time since, 
contributing to magazines and newspapers. 

A little less than a year ago, when William 
Watson wrote the poent that stirred all 
Engiand, ‘‘ The Women with the Serpent's 
Tongue.” directed against Mrs. Asquith, wife 
of the British premier, Le Gatiienne replied 
with “ The Poet with the Coward's Tongue.”
